SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citi- 
zens of Damariscotta: 

Your attention is again called to the progress and 
condition of your schools. The year has, in my opin- 
ion, been fruitful of gradual improvement. 

Resignations made it necessary to employ two new 
teachers. Our present teaching force is as follows: 


Miss Charlotte Young Round Top 
Mrs. Madeline Hopkins Grades 1 2 3 
Mrs. Florence Erskine Grades 4. 8 
Mrs. Ethel Reed - Grades 5 6 7 


The teachers have been somewhat handicapped by 
limited supplies and unfavorable working conditions. 
The pupils, however, have made commendable pro- 
gress considering the conditions. 

While there has been a slight readjustment in sal- 
aries there has been no increase in the total weekly | 
payroll. This remains the same as last year, $76 00 
for the four teachers employed or an average weekly 
salary of $19 00 for each teacher. | 


OUR COURSE OF STUDY 
Our course of study is built in accordance with the 
requirements of the State Commissioner of Education. 
Special emphasis is placed upon the study of the geog- 
raphy, history and industries of our home state of 
Maine and Lincoln County. 
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Thoroughness in the basal studies has been our 
special aim. Boys and girls need direction in health 
habits and training for the duties of citizenship. In 
these and all similar undertakings the school can only 
supplement the training of the parents and the home. 

The development of our school system depends upon 
the wishes of our citizens. It represents what the 
average citizen demands and public interest must fin- 
ally control our undertakings. Our teachers have 
shown a fine spirit of cooperation. The boys and girls 
are responding to the educational advantages that you 
offer. It is a source of satisfaction to know that teach- 
ers and pupils are making the most of the opportun- 
ities. Itis a pleasure to observe the work of the child- 
ren under the guidance of their teachers. Parents 
and interested citizens are always welcome in the 
schoolroom and we wish that many more would take 
the opportunity to see just what is being done. 

The condition at the brick schoo! house is too well 
known to call for special comment here. Your build- 
ing committee will, I understand, report directly to 
you such recommendations as it wishes to make. It 
is inevitable the provision for proper housing must 
be made. The condition has been under consideration 
sufficiently long to be understood by every one who has 
the interest of the boys and girls in mind. 


SECONDARY TUITION 
Last September the trustees of Lincoln Academy 
found it necessary to advance the annual tuition from 
$60 00 to $75 00 which became effective for this year. 
While the school committee has voted to recom- © 
mend this increase vouchers have been issued to cover 
the regular tuition of $60 00 only. It is my under- 
standing that articles will be included in the warrant 
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to make it possible for the town to reimburse the Acad- 
emy for the balance of the tuition (unpaid) and also 
to provide for future payments. 


CONVEYANCE OF PUPILS 

An increase in the cost of transportation resulted 
from increased number of pupils who require convey- 
ance. We now have three routes where the children 
have been conveyed during the entire year. 

In replacing contracts for both conveyance and fuel 
the school committee has continued the practice intre- 
duced last year of advertising for bids. 


REPAIRS 

The school committee did not feel that it was advisa- 
ble to make any extensive repairs this year. In 1924 
we obtained temporary permission to postpone the con- 
struction of a sanitary toilet at the brick schoolhouse, 
in view of the possibilities of a new building. Needed 
repairs of the walls, walks, stairways, etc. have also 
been delayed. It will, in my opinion require thirty 
dollars to provide a suitable flag-staff for the Round 
Top District and a somewhat larger amount for the 
village school. 


APPROPRIATIONS 

While we have not been able to reduce the overdraft 
of our Common School account as much as we had 
hoped we have paid about$200 00 for bills outstand- 
ing against this department at the time the books 
were closed last year. These bills were chiefly for 
conveyance and fuel. Moreover, because of the date 
of the opening of the schools this year we have paid 


15) 


for thirty-seven weeks for school maintenance includ- 
ing teachers’ salaries, conveyance, and janitor service. 
This has increased our expected expense over one hun- 
dred dollars, in addition. 

In closing I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen 
and other Town Officers for their kind cooperation. 
Your school committee has given me generous support 
and every possible assistance.

-SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citi- 
zens of the town of Damariscotta: 

In accordance with the requirements I am submit- 
ting my report to cover: “Condition of the schools—- 
the proficiency made by the pupils,’ and such other 
matters as should be brought to your attention. 

We were able to retain both Mrs. Richard Hopkins 
and Mrs. Florence Erskine and they have continued 
as teachers of their respective schools. Mr. A. W. 
Young of Calais, a graduate of Washington State Nor- 
mal School was employed as teacher for the Grammar 
erades; while Miss Doris Goudy was selected to teach 
at Round Top. Although many of our teachers are 
working at a great disadvantage because of unfavor- 
able housing they have given their best efforts and 
have been as successful as could be expected under the 
conditions. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS AND REPAIRS 

As the possible solutions of the problem of our 
housing needs have already been discussed, pro and 
con, at several town meetings extensive comment is 
not necessary. The matter has been carefully studied 
by numbers of your citizens who are much more expe- 
rienced concerning matters of construction and better 
equipped to advise than the writer. However, I feel 
that it would be an ommission of duty to fail to call 
your attention, again, to the urgency of certain provl- 
sions of the State Law. According to section 1 and 
2 of Chapter 33—Laws Relating to Public Schools—— 
every school must be equipped, before Sept. 1, 1927, 
with sanitary toilets constructed in conformity with 
the specifications prepared by the state. Failing to do 
this the town is lable to the penalties of Sec. 19 of 
chapter 16 of the revised statutes by which the town

may forfeit a share of the school fund annually appor- 
tioned by the state. As the fund so received from the 
current year was $1775.07 the matter cannot be con- 
sidered lightly. Again the same penalty applies in 
case the failure of the town to follow approved state 
plans in the construction of a new school building or 
in the reconstruction or remodeling of the old schoo! 
building. . It will not be out-of-place, I believe, to sum- 
marize briefly some of the most important of these. 
requirements. | 

1 Location—on high ground, at a suitable distance 
irom low or marshy ground, railroads, trunk-line 
highways, barns or other sources of noise, smoke, dust, 
or odors—the building must be so placed on the lot 
that the building, driveways and walks shall be be- 
tween the playgrounds and the highway. 

2 Schoolrooms and classrooms should atarta to 
' standard dimensions—In all rooms floor space of at 
least 18 sq. ft. and air space of at least 216 cu. ft. per 
pupil should be provided. 

3 Lighting—unilateral from left of pupils prefer- 
able in standard classrooms. Glass surface to be as 
high in the wall as possible and equal to at Cen one- 
fifth of floor surface, ete. 

4 Heating and ventilation—Heating from floor reg- 
isters or by direct radiators from stoves or steam or 
hot water pipes will not be approved. Heating plants 
of whatever kind must be so constructed and installed 
as to be capable of furnishing 1800 cu. feet of pure 
warmed air per pupil per hour. 

Special provision is also made in case of heating by 
warm air to cover the location and construction of the 
heat duct, and under all conditions each room must be 
eqipped with a separate foul air duct of such size and 
location and construction as the standards demand. 
Complete information concerning the minimum re- 
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quirements for the approval school buildings will be 
furnished upon request. 

Under our present condition the lighting is decided- 
ly inadequate in amount and unsatisfactory as to the 
placing of windows. In some of our rooms the air 
space is only 136 per pupil or less than 2-3 of the 
amount of the standard (which is 216 cu. ft.) Proper 
provision has not been made for fire protection and 
the satisfactory heating of the building is almost an 
impossibility. 

No action was taken last year to provide equipment 
for the display of the national flag. Both of our 
school buildings need attention in this respect. Un- 
doubtedly an appropriation of $90.00 would be suf- 
ficient to supply this lack at both the Round Top and 
the Village school buildings. 


TEXT BOOKS AND SUPPLIES 

When possible in replacing such text books as have 
been worn out new texts or the latest edition of the 
old books have been introduced. The new English 
books emphasize the need of following correct speech 
habits and the fundamental elements of composition. 
Parents have a right to expect first of all the building 
of the foundation of real knowledge that their children 
may learn how to write and speak simple English cor- 
rectly. Arithmetic is another “tool subject” that has 
been given special attention. Our new arithmetics 
deal with problems that have special relation to life 
and give the pupil something to think about and stim- 
ulate thinking. 

Limited supplies have been furnished for the use of 
the pupils and teachers as in the past. The appro- 
priations for both text books and supplies were in- 
cluded under the article to appropriate for common 
schools and for this reason no special vote is required. 
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Chairman Frank Knox of the committee of com- 
munity organization of the New England Council 
speaking at Auburn Oct. 9, 1926 was quoted in part 
as follows: Schools are habitually used as an asset of 
a good town to live in. Are our schools crowded? 
Are they safe? Are they attractive? Are they hy- 
gienic? Try that yardstick on your town and then 
you will know, not guess, what right you have to ex- 
pect that new industries will want to come there. The 
above quotation represents the viewpoints of a busi- 
ness man looking at the matter from a business angle. 
However, as has been well said of Damariscotta, it is 
not a question of the importance of a better school 
building as a community but it has become a necessity. 

During the year assistance has been given by all the 
town officials and by many interested citizens. To the 
members of the school committee I wish to express 
my appreciation of the support and helpful assistance 
that they have given me. The future of our schools 
depends upon the continued co-operation of the citi- 
zens and parents with teachers, school committee, and 
superintendent. That we may have a successful school 
administration for the coming year and solve our prov- 
lems rightly we need the hearty co-operation of all.
